This school year is one to be well remembered by the pupils 
of Waldo. They moved into the new consolidated school building 
on January 7th. This new building is modern and designed to 
take care of the educational needs of the children of Waldo for 
many years to come. The Town is to be commended for taking 
this forward step in the cause of education. 


Our Lunch Program is under the direction of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Trevains who is an excellent cook and manager. She is most 
conscious of the needs and tastes of the children. We all know 
the great benefits from this type of program. 
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Our new school bus with Mrs. Cross as driver has proved a 
wise and profitable investment. We are able to convey the pupils 
in greater comfort and safety. We have been able to pay from 
this year’s funds nearly half the cost of the bus. 


Our financial picture is still a healthy one. We have a size- 
able balance which is due to cash’ expenditures and receiving 
more assistance from the State than we anticipated. 


We were able to secure the services of Mrs. Doris Maillet of 
Swanville to teach the Primary Grades and be principal of the 
new building. We were pleased to have her return to Waldo after 
so many years. Our children are profiting by her experience and 
efficiency. 


We have been able to continue our In-service training pro- 
gram for teachers. Mrs. Villa Quinn, one of the Elementary 
Supervisors from the State Department of Education, came to 
work in our Union in September. An all-day work conference 
for teachers was held in November under the leadership of Howard 
Bowen, Assistant Deputy Commissioner of Education, with Mrs. 
Villa Quinn and Miss Zelda Gordon, State Elementary Super- 
visors, and Philip Annis, Deputy Commissioner of Education in 
charge of Secondary Education. 


At present we have five students attending Crosby High 
School in Belfast and one attending Morse Memorial High School 
in Brooks. 


We are much encouraged by the organization of a PTA 
which we feel is going to aid greatly in developing a closer rela- 
tionship between the home and the school. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Superintending 
School Committee, the teachers and municipal officers and the 
citizens of the Town of Waldo for their splendid cooperation and 
wholehearted support in continuing our educational program.

After careful consideration, the school planning committee 
presented the school requirements to the town. ‘These recom- 
mendations were for a two-room consolidated school, to be placed 
on an approved location. The land was donated by Henry M. 
Stevens. 


At the last town meeting the land was accepted by the town. 
The town also accepted the School District, which enabled the 
town to borrow $15,000.00 in excess of its normal debt limit, for 
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the purpose of building a school. This was made possible by an 
act of the State Legislature which approved the enabling act 
presented by State Representative, Emery Dicky. 


The members of the Board of Trustees for the School District 
for the Town of Waldo were appointed: Henry M. Stevens, Ivory 
H. Young, and F. Ray Neal, Jr. After the resignation of Henry 
M. Stevens, William P. Thompson was appointed to fill the un- 
expired term. The Officers of the Board of Trustees and the 
expiration of their terms are as follows: William P. Thompson, 
President, 1952; Ivory H. Young, Vice-president, 1953; and F. 
Ray Neal, Jr., Secretary-Treasurer, 1954. 


Smith and Company of Waterville, Maine agreed to handle 
the bond issue at 3% interest on the unpaid balance. The interest 
to be paid in semi-annual payments on February 1 and August 1, 
and the principal to be paid in fifteen equal payments of $1,000.00 
on August 1. 


The construction was started in July, and the school opened 
on December 31. The school construction will meet the State 
requirements after the completion of the ventilation system this 
spring at an estimated cost not to exceed $100.00. The trustees 
feel that at some future date the town may be able to finance the 
covering of the cement floors with asphalt tile at an estimated 
cost of about $500.00. The grading of the grounds, and the con- 
struction of the playgrounds and equipment will be undertaken 
this spring. 


The school committee supplied the new seats and desks, and 
also the window shades. They also furnished part of the kitchen 
equipment. The use of the stove and refrigerator for the school 
lunch program was donated. 


The Board of Trustees wish to thank the townspeople for 
their cooperation in this project. They also wish to especially 
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thank those who so generously gave of their time, labor and 
material, without which it would not have been possible to com- 
plete this town project.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Town of Waldo 


The Public Health Nursing Program has been limited in its 
scope this year because it is only possible to give maximum service 
to a community where there is an active Health Committee to 
assist in planning and executing a Health program. 


Through the efforts of your Local Health Officer, 3 Child 
Health Conferences have been held with a physician in attendance 
to give physical examinations, Immunizations and vaccinations 
against communicable diseases. 20 infant and pre-school children 
have attended these Conferences. 


Service has been given to the schools through consultation 
service with the teachers and School Superintendent. 


21 Audiometer tests were done and 1 child was found to have 
defective hearing. 


Available clinics to the community, sponsored by the De- 
partment of Health and Welfare, include Crippled Children, 
Pediatric, Speech, Hard-of-Hearing, Cardiac, Mental Hygiene, 
Diagnostic X-ray and cancer control. 


“The foundation of positive health must be built in Child- 
hood. Everything we do to assure children a healthy state in life 
improves the chances of health in maturity.’’ The Nation’s Health. 


Your Public Health Nurse does appreciate the cooperation 
that has been given her by the Town Officials and School personnel. 
She is sure this same cooperation will be extended to her during 
the coming year and trusts that, through the organization of a 
Health Committee, she may have the pleasure of giving more 
service to you.

Insofar as could be 
ascertained within the scope of the examination, the financial 
transactions of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exception as may be noted in the accompany- 
ing comments.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Waldo 
February 15, 1950 to February 15, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Waldo for the year ended February 15, 1951. The audit 
included an examination of the records kept by the Selectmen, 
Assessors, Treasurer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, together 
with supporting exhibits and schedules fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at February 15, 1951, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended. 


Scope of Audit 


The systems of the various town offices were reviewed and 
the internal controls, accounting records and other supporting 
evidences were tested by methods and to the extent deemed 
appropriate. 


Cash accounts were verified and receipts, disbursements and 
supporting data were examined. The records of the excise tax 
receipts were checked in detail. 


Transactions affecting taxes receivable and tax liens were 
reviewed and verification made of unpaid accounts. Appropria- 
tion, revenue and expenditure records of the departmental ac- 
counts were examined. Trust and capital reserve fund trans- 
actions were reviewed. Surety bonds and insurance policies of 
the Town were examined and listed. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $2,733.24, was reconciled with the balance 
on deposit February 15, 1951, as per bank statement furnished 
by the First National Bank of Belfast, Maine. 
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Current year taxes receivable amounted to $1,156.00. There 
were no prior years’ uncollected taxes at the close of the year. 
The detail of balances as shown by the records of the Tax Col- 
lector was in agreement with the control accounts in the Select- 
men’s ledger. A list of the unpaid accounts is on file in the State 
Department of Audit. 


The 1949 unpaid real estate taxes were secured by recorded 
tax liens. At February 15, 1951 the unredeemed tax liens amount- 
ed to $1,128.93 (Schedule A-1). Payments received during the 
year appeared to have been properly credited. 


There was no change in the tax acquired property account 
for the year. 


The capital reserve fund, created for school building con- 
struction, totaled $2,150.00 and was on deposit in the First 
National Bank of Belfast, Maine. This fund was established 
from the proceeds of the sale of school buildings of $500.00, 1949 
appropriation of $150.00, and 1950 appropriation of $500.00 and 
a transfer from the general fund surplus of $1,000.00.

From the examination of the departmental accounts, it was 
determined that the net unexpended balances carried forward to 
the ensuing year totaled $2,793.91. 
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The unappropriated surplus was decreased by $797.36 for 
the year and totaled $2,205.81 at the year end.

Revenues and Expenditures 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
(Exhibit B) disclosed that for the 1950 year, revenues increased 
$221.94 and expenditures increased $1,017.38 as compared with 
those of the preceding year. The factors contributing to these 
differences were reviewed with no exceptions being noted. Fol- 
lowing is a Summary of the differences as compared with the 1949 
year:

The following opinion was rendered by the Department of 
Attorney General regarding overdrafts: 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the articles 
in the warrant calling the town meeting providing for the expen- 
diture of money. The officers should not spend more than the 
taxpayers appropriated at town meeting unless the statute ex- 
pressly authorizes an expenditure in excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies 
to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


Trust Funds 


The trust fund principal totaled $500.00 and the unexpended 
income amounted to“$14.48 at the year end and was represented 
by a time deposit in the First National Bank of Belfast. 

Interest earned had been added to the passbook. No with- 
drawals were made for the year. 


General 


From an analysis of the Treasurer’s receipts and deposits, it 
was determined that all monies deposited were in agreement with 
the total recorded receipts.

It is seldom that a long range program planned in detail 
should break down as quickly as has the educational program at 
Waldo. One year ago forty-four pupils were in attendance ‘at 
the new school. This fall we opened with an increase of twenty- 
nine, making a total of seventy-three. 


If we were to use the recommended average room enrollment 
of 25 as a suitable teaching load to maintain we find that the 
school is in need of one more teacher and one more room. This 
situation should be kept in mind, for as the larger grades move 
upward a correction must inevitably follow. 


There is a small overdraft that resulted as an increase in 
number of pupils and operation costs. The estimates of your 
' former superintendent were more nearly correct than the final 
suggested estimates placed before the voters at the annual meeting. 


Perhaps we should comment upon the tuition possibilities of 
the coming year. We now have ten students attending Belfast 
and three at Brooks. This increase multiplied by the increased 
tuition costs, has doubled the tuition expense to the community. 


The Hot Lunch program has served many fine lunches to 
the pupils. These are now prepared and served by Mrs. Evan- 
geline Thibodeau. A very good program although somewhat 
congested by the increased attendance. 


At this time it might be well to suggest a few areas that could 
be improved in future planning. A piano would be very helpful 
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in opening exercises and public programs. A music program is 
always welcome by those with interest in this field. 


Our grounds are in need of landscaping with equipment added 
for playground activities. One might consider new desks to re- 
place the thirty old ones taken from out of date schools. 


It is not within reason to supply all at once, yet by continued 
effort improvements may be made by small appropriations or 
donated labor. 


In closing, I wish to compliment the School Committee and 
others associated with the program for their assistance while 
working within your education program.

An audit of the books and records of the Waldo Schoo! 
District, for the period June 12, 1951 to February 18, 1952, has 
been completed. The audit included an examination of the rec- 
ords maintained by the Secretary-Treasurer. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result 
of the operations for the period showed that expenditures amas 
available funds by $373.08. | 


An amount of $21,000.00 has been established by the Trustees 
as the value of the land, building and equipment and is shown as 
fixed assets on the balance sheet. 


To finance the construction of the school, bonds totaling 
$15,000.00 were issued which are to be retired $1,000.00 annually. 
Pending receipt of the proceeds of the bond issue, notes totaling 
$1,150.00 were issued for initial financing. These notes were paid 
from the proceeds of the bond issue. 


A corporate surety bond of the Maine Bonding and Casualty 
Company in the amount of $1,000.00 was on file for the Treasurer. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the District. Audit procedures deemed 
necessary were followed to develop these statements.

Another year of Public Health Nursing service, with its ever. 
expanding program, has been completed. Much of the success of 
the program can be credited to the efficient work of a small Health 
Committee or group of people interested in Community Health. 


Your town has been visited by the Public Health Nurse 15 
times this year and 43 home visits have been made. These visits 
include the many types of services the program offers. 


Under the Maternal and Child Health Program, 3 Child 
Health Conferences have been held. The total attendance of 
infants and pre-school children was 35. A physician was present 
at all conferences. Immunizations, vaccinations and physical 
examinations were available to these children. It was very grati- 
fying to see the increase in attendance at the Conferences. We 
were fortunate this year to have the services of the Home Econ- 
omist for consultation. 


Home visits have been made to infant and pre-school children 
and the Clinic services of the Department of Health and Welfare 
have been available for the children needing these services. Con- 
sultation service has been given to the teacher at school. 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to extend her thanks to 
the Town. Officials, School Personnel and Health Committee for 
their cooperation in carrying out the various activities.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Waldo 
February 16, 1951 to February 11, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Waldo for 
the municipal year ended February 11, 1952 has been completed. 
The audi: included an examination of the records maintained by 
the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Excise Tax Collector, 
Treasurer, and Tax Collector. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures which revealed 
that available funds exceeded expenditures by $282.39. However, 
overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, more 
particularly in the general government, and unclassified accounts, 
totaling $222.45 and $108.00 respectively. Unexpended and over- 
draft balances are summarized as follows: | 


Unexpended Balances $699.34 
Overdrafts | 416 95 
Net Unexpended Balances 282.39 


The Department of Attorney. General has advised that overdrafts 
are not permitted by statute excepting in certain instances where 
emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent 
of 15% of the appropriation. 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$2,463.20 or an increase of $257.39 which was caused principally 
by the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. The collections 
are summarized as follows: 


1951 Receipts No. 52 to 148 $567.46 
1952 Receipts No. 1 to 42 381.17 


Total 948.63 
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The examination included verification of tax and tax lien 
accounts. The examination further included a review of insurance 
policies and surety bonds of Town Officials. Corporate surety 
bonds were furnished by the Maine Bonding and Casualty Co. 
for the following officials: 


Treasurer & Excise Tax Collector $3,000.00. Vis 
Tax Collector 5 dongs ee 


As a result of the examination of the records of the Town 
Clerk it was ascertained that the transfer of the capital reserve 
fund of $2,150.00 to the Waldo School District and the transfer 
of excise tax monies in the amount of $800.00 to the roads and 
‘bridges account had been authorized by vote of the townspeople 
at the annual town meeting. 


Also, at the annual town meeting it was voted to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to issue notes in the amount: of 
$3,000.00 for the payment of a new school bus, said notes to be 
payable from funds appropriated for school purposes as: follows: 
$1,000.00 on December 15, 1951 and $1,000.00 on the fifteenth 
day of each December thereafter until said note or notes are paid 
in full, said note or notes to be written with interest at the rate 
of three percent on unpaid balances payable semi-annually. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures ‘deemed 
necessary were followed in the development of these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at February 11, 1952 and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.

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NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 


All Taxpayers should read the follow- 
ing requirements and comply with them. 


Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Stat- 
utes of Maine 1930. 


“Before making assessments the as- 
sessors shall give notice in writing to the 
Inhabitants, by posting notifications in 
some public place in Town or shall notify 
them in such other way as the Town at its 
Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring 
in to them a true and perfect list of the polls 
and all their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the first day of April of 
the same year. If any resident Owner, 
after such notice, does not bring in such 
lists, he is thereby barred of his rights to 
make application to the assessors as County 
Commissioners for any abatements of his 
taxes unless he offers such lists with his ap- 
plication and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed.
